DUMB M EETINGS. 


Curious Method by Which 
Poles 
In 
Germany Evade the Law. 
The curious method adopted by the 
oppressed Poles in Germany to evade 
the provisions of the new law relating 
to public meetings was revealed in the 
trial of throe Polish residents of Ruh- 
rort, iu Westphalia, who had convened 
a political meeting. 
Paragraph 19 of the new law relat­ 
ing to public meetings compels every 
speaker to use the German language. 
The Poles circumvent this enactment 
by holding “dum b” meetings, at which 
no word whatever is spoken. 
At the beginning of this particular 
meeting the chairman wrote on a large 
blackboard on the platform an an­ 
nouncement that no speeches could be 
delivered owing v.o the prohibition of 
the use of the Polish language. The 
contents of the lecture which would 
otherwise have been delivered would 
be distributed among the audience in 
the form of a pamphlet. 
This 
pamphlet was read by 
the 
whole audience in perfect silence. The 
resolutions to be submitted to the 
meeting were then written on the 
blackboard and adopted unanimously 
by a show of hands, still without a 
single word being spoken. 
The public prosecutor took action 
against the conveners of the meeting 
for violating paragraph 19 of the new 
law, but the district court acquitted 
them. The public prosecutor lodged an 
appeal, but the higher court at Cologne 
upheld the judgment of the district 
court and confirmed the acquittal. 
Iii consequence of this precedent 
Polish “dum b” meetings, which are al­ 
ready extremely popular in all those 
parts of Germany where the Poles feel 
the need of congregating to demon­ 
strate their grievances, can now be 
held without hindrance.—London Ex­ 
press.

REV. W. J.GREGGORY 


BURNED TO DEATH 


Aged Pioneer Minister of 
Chico is Cremated in 
His Home Sunday 


Sunday the news reached Decatur 
that Rev. W . J. G regory had lost his 
life that m orning in the fire which 
burned his home, one mile southwest 
of Chico. 
His wife barely escaped in 
her night robes and walked nearly a 
half mile to the home of her soa-in- 
law, Rev. M. F. Karnes, where she 
gave the alarm . 
The origin of the fire is unknown, 
but it is believed by many to have 
been incendiary, with robbery for its 
purpose. 
There was something like 
$1000 consisting of bank notes, gold 
and silver in the house a1 the time, 
and only $180 in gold has been recov­ 
ered. 
W hen the lire was discovered the 


f la m e s were enveloping the inner wall 
of the house, and the bed upon which 
the m inister h a d been sleeping. 
It is 
supposed th at in his attempt to seem o 
the money, which he had concealed in 
a dresser drawer, he was overcome by 
smoke and was finally suffocated be­ 
fore the fire reached his body.

Many merchants w ho-pay for space 
fail to receive desired results because 
their advertising is so poorly arranged 
as to attract little attention and not 
impress those who read it. Sometimes 
the printer fails to make the right kind 
of showing, and, while the reading 
m atter of the advertisement may be 
ail right, the display is such as to be 
unattractive. 
It is always well to present prices 
in your space. 
Pick out seasonable 
goods and make a run on a few spe- 
eialites. 
It 
requires only 
a 
little 
thought to fix up a few’ exceptional 
bargains in certain lines of goods. 
These should not be sold at a loss, but 
at a good profit if the matter be man­ 
aged rightly. 
The principal thing de­ 
sired is to get the people to call at the 
store, and when they call be sure to 
make good and prove that your ad­ 
vertisement means all that it repre­ 
sented. lf you advertise cheap canned 
goods, cheap anything, and you know 
the goods are cheap, not up to the 
standard of such articles, tell the peo­ 
ple so and have something just a little 
better and tell them the difference. 
There is little use in advertising to 
attract people to your store and then 
fall down in the salesmanship part. 
The fact that one calls at your store 
and asks to see certain kinds of goods 
is evidence that that person is in the 
market to buy. and it is your business 
to supply his wants. 
Not long ago in a western town of 
some 7,000 population the merchants 
had an illustration of what can be 
done by judicious advertising. 
The 
proprietor of a clothing and dry goods 
store decided that he would add a 
grocery department. 
This met wTitb 
the disapproval of other merchants in 
the town, 
particularly the 
grocers. 
They combined and commenced an 
advertising campaign directed chiefly 
against him. 
Small space was used. 
Thor were greatly urprised one morn­ 
ing l o i i nd That the object of their ct- 
te Ilion had in the daily paper a four 
page advertisement. 
They were fur­ 
ther surprised when the weeklies of 
the surrounding towns came out with 
one and two page advertisements of­ 
fering wonderful bargains and to pay 
tho railroad fare of those who would 
purchase a certain amount of goods. 
For miles around the town large post­ 
ers announced the groat sale. 
Other merchants of the town looked 
upon the venture as foolish and pre 
dieted 
that 
there 
was 
something 
wrong, a failure or a tire in sight. Nei­ 
ther happened, but in two weeks’ time 
the enterprising storekeeper, who ad­ 
vertised to sell twenty six pounds of 
granulated sugar for a dollar When the 
jobbing price was more than $5 a bun­ 
dled. provided tho purchaser ordered 
ether goods, did a business amounting 
to more than $10,000, or as much busi­ 
ness as the average small storekeeper 
does in a year. Not alone that, but he 
is still doing the biggest business in 
the town, lie advertised rightly.—Ag­ 
ricultural Southwest.

Thomas Investigation Brings on 
W arm D ebate. 
Austin, Feb. IO.—Immediately after 
morning call in the senate Wednesday 
the Thomas investigation matter came 
up. By unanimous vote the senate, on 
motion of Senator Brachfield, went 
into committee of the whole. 
Senator Meachum resigned from the 
investigation 
committee. 
Senator 
Greer was appointed, Senator Thomas 
reaching him. 
A dramatic incident was the presen­ 
tation by Senator Thomas of petition 
signed by citizens 
of 
Farmersville, 
commending the stand he has taken in 
the matter, and advising him “to keep 
up the good work.” Tho angered some 
of Hie senators and the petition was 
not read. 
Senator Terrel (of Bowie) 
remarked thai ;t ought to be thrown 
out of the window. 
Senator Meachum took the floor on 
the question of personal privilege and 
asserted thaT in view of the statement 
of Senator Thomas in the press, that 
he had never said that Thomas would 
be in danger of 
personal 
violence 
should he make these charges; that 
he advised Thomas in a friendly spirit, 
when he learned Thomas intended to 
make these statements, that senators 
would shoot him full of 
holes 
and > 
would not stand for it. 
He declared 
that heretofore and since charges had 
been made that Thomas had stated he 
had no objection to him (Meachum! 
bedng on the committee; further, that 
the siatement made by Thomas that 
he (Meachum) was not in favor of the 
enforcement of the anti-lobby law was 
incorrect and untrue, as he had voted 
for the measure at the last session. 
Thomas—“Did I say I was going to 
make any statem ent that would he 
construed as reflecting 
on 
honesty 
and integrity of any member of the 
senate?” 
Meachum—“You did not; but 
tho 
language used could not 
have 
been 
construed as only reflecting on mem­ 
bers of the senate. I know of no other 
senator who would have sent up such 
a petition to the senate. 
Please state 
the origin of the petition.” 
Thomas—“I do not know, only 
it 
came through the mail from Farm ers­ 
ville from citizens who endorse the 
stand I had taken. 
I did not intend 
to reflect on any member of the sen­ 
ate.” 
Chair—“Does the senator mean to 
say that it is a 
reflection 
on 
the 
chair?” 
Thomas—“No, sir.” 
Meachum then suggested that 
the 
senate go into committee of the whole 
to consider the charges. 
Senator Thomas and Meachum had 
a debate as 
to 
whether 
Meachum 
would remain on the committee. Thom­ 
as said he di not object, to Meachum 
if he had no unkind feeling toward 
him. 
The chair announced that Thomas 
had told him that he had no objection 
to Meachum, and there was no inten­ 
tion on his part to be unfair in this 
matter. 
Meachum asked Thomas if the state­ 
ment he had made on plea of personal 
privilege was substantially correct. 
Thomas—“No, sir; it is not.” 
The senator did not say he was not 
opposed to the enforcement of anti­ 
lobby law. 
Meachum then said that he was 
in 
favor of enforcement of anti-lobby law 
and had voted for it. 
Senator Sturgeon said he had had a 
conference with Thomas and the latter 
wants to investigation set for hearing 
on a certain day; that he is not a 
lawyer and wants to engage counsel;

Machine Made Window Vilass. 
It was long believed to be Impossible 
to make window glass by a mechanical 
process, but American ingenuity has 
overcome the obstacles, and this glass 
Is now made in all sizes and thick­ 
nesses by the Colburn process. 
Such 
glass cannot be made by pressure, be­ 
cause the surfaces thus produced are 
imperfectly transparent. 
The method 
of allowing the molten glass to fall 
through a narrow slit was also tried 
without success, for the surfaces be­ 
came striated. 
The process of draw­ 
ing, by lifting the molten glass in 
sheets, was finally adopted. 
But this 
required many ingenious devices to 
prevent the glass from contracting in­ 
to columnar or cylindrical forms. 
All 
these difficulties have been overcome, 
so that it is no longer necessary to 
produce transparent sheets of glass 
solely by the old blowing methods.— 
Youth's Companion.
